Pueblo. Colorado ix one of many cities that used LPARR planning 
funds to develop a evetematic maintenance management program 
Such programs involve a number of tasks including: classifying main 
tenance tasks inte quantifiable categories. developing time and qual 
ity performance standards for cach tack. inventorying the tacks 
actually needing to be performed on a cite by site baste. developing 
complete maintenance echedules that incorporate the frequency and 


duration of all tacks performed. leting the equipment and personnel 
available to do each job 


When all this information te collected and computerized. t becomes 
possible to get a much better idea of maintenance costs and work 
loads At the came time. computerization of cach epecific tack allows 
actual echeduling of daily jobs in a way that greathy improves the 
efficerency of operations by grouping tasks to eliminate duplicate 
efforts. cutting travel time and improving use of epecial equipment 
Cities as diverse as Philadelphia. PA, Nashville. TN. Long Beach. 
CA. and Charleston. SC have realized dollar savings and improved 
the quality of maintenance in their park «ystems through mainte 
nance planning efforts An example of cost savings ix the $180,000 in 
reduced overtime claimed by the Fairmount Park Commission in one

activity lawn mowing 


New Orleans, LA wae one of the fret UP ARE cities to ee the advan 
tage of Using IneApensive microcomputers to computerian all ite 
recreation inventory and program information. This effort led, 
among other things to much improved coordination among the city 
various park and recreation agencies Twenty one other communi 
ties, including Dade County, FL. Portland, OR, Suffolk, VA. and 
Ft. Wayne. IN weed UPARR planning grants to improve information 


sharing through low cost computer information projyects. 


Gardena, A used a second generation planning grant to improve 
recreation services for ite frail elderly population through an inc 
vative. “intergenerational” program that involves training young 
people to help senior citizens participate in physical fitness activi 
ties. Cuyahoga County, OH, Lowiteville, KY. Berkeley, CA, and New 
Haven. CT were among other communities who did epectal studies to 
improve availability of programe for the elderly. people with dic 
abilities of youth 


Milwaukee County. WI ie one of a number of jurtedictions that used 
RAP grants to explore ways of supplementing tax dollars with alter 
native funding sources Alternatives considered range from solieit 
ing donations of epectfie ttems of needed equipment or supplies 
through “Gift Catalogs. to increasing involvement of volunteers in 
providing recreation services. to improving bookings of available 
rental facilities within a park system to enhance operating revenues. 
Sacramento, CA, Baltimore, WD. San Antonio. T\ . Covington. 
KY. and New Orlean. LA are other cities that did «pecial planning 
studies aimed at increasing capital or operating resources for their 
recreation systems. 


Funds for second generation ple oing grants are no longer available. 
But the UPARR planning grants made from 1985 to 1988 appear to 
have contributed substantial benefits to a number of participating 
communities by helping them to increase resources available for 


park and recreation programs and to allocate the scarce resources 
available more wisely 


In commary. the overall objectives of the LPARR program are being 
met. Projects funded through the LPARR program are continuing 
to provide meaningful recreation opportunities, This is particulary 
significant because projects are often located in areas that have litth 
alternative recreation resources. and serve populations with limited 
mobality in eeeking other recreation areas
